But my experi­ 
ence sho ws me that a man who un­ 
derstands all the mechanism o f a 
hernia o peratio n is no t nearly as 
frightened abo ut it as a man who 
is blindly talked into it.

Answer — No se bleeds o f this 
kind are pro bably due to a very 
simple co nditio n in the no se, either 
a po lyp o r a small ulcer, and can 
bo treated satisfacto rily by lo cal 
treatment. It is no t wise to try to 
do this treatment o neself, but 
rather to seek advice fro m a spe­ 
cialist in no se and thro at wo rk 
who can put a speculum in the 
no se and see exactly where the 
bleeding po int is. I do no t believe 
that massaging with any fat o r 
o ther material o n the o utside o f 
the skin will pro duce lo calized in­ 
crease in adipo se tissue.

th at seem so terrifying to the by­ 
stander as he sees them laid out 
on the operating tray. And it gives 
a detailed account of what the sur­ 
geon does in each one of the classi­ 
cal operations. 
For instance, in Chapter 8, the 
operation for hernia is described. 
I know that the layman who hap­ 
pens to be confronted in his own 
person with this anatomical devia­ 
tion from the normal is sorely puz­ 
zled. He doesn’t understand what 
has happened and he resents the 
fact that it happened to him. And 
rightly so. W hat has happened is 
quite complicated. But it can be 
explained with patience and time 
because the essential thing de­ 
pends merely on some changes, or 
weakness in 
normal 
muscular 
layers. 
A Definite Plan 
It takes the embryo surgeon 
himself a long time to understand 
it. But when he does and has had 
some experience he sees that the 
surgeons who planned to repair 
hernia worked out a perfectly 
logical and sensible method. When 
the modem surgeon starts to re­ 
pair a hernia by operation, he has 
a definite and complete plan in 
mind — a plan which even takes 
into account the complications he 
may find—and he proceeds in his 
operation, step by step, exactly 
along the lines proposed for him­ 
self in the beginning. 
Dr. Benmosche gives a dear 
and understandable account of 
this plan and of the logic of the 
steps.

uouotiess a number of surgeons 
and general medical men will feel 
that such a book as this is improp­ 
er for laymen to read. They argue 
that it frightens a patient away 
from an operation, that the less 
he knows about the mystery, the 
better for him. I do not share this 
view. I take the liberal view that 
men are not made timorous by 
knowledge—they are liberated. A 
man has just as much right to 
know what is going to happen to 
his insides when 
the surgeon 
starts to work, as he has to know 
how the mechanic arranges th* 
mechanism 
of

automobile. 
Doubtless he should tru st his auto­ 
mobile mechanic as he should 
trust his surgeon. But my experi­ 
ence shows me that a man who un­ 
derstands all the mechanism of a 
hernia operation is not nearly as 
frightened about it as a man who 
is blindly talked into it.

Answer—Certainly n o t Prob­ 
ably improves digestion, mucous 
membranes of throat, and nerves.
